Our hotel is in Friederich Strasse, 
which is one of the principal streets 
in Berlin, It was along this avenue 
that groups of the opposition marched, 
venting their anger by tossing bricks 
and cobblestones through plateglass 
windows. There was no shooting and 
very little shouting, and the police 
easily dispersed the participants and 
the. demonstrations ended. Saturday 
morning the glaziers were busy. 

There was very little excitement 
among Berlin people. They thought 
it a mild affair, but prophesied that 
Serious trouble might be expected in 
the communist section on Sunday 
night after the election. 

Post-Election Slayings. 

_ Sunday night the police were sent 
in large numbers to Bulow Platz, the 
big square near the building which 
houses communist headquarters. There 
had _been threats made by com- 
munists and Nazis, each against the 
other, and when it became evident 
that the referendum would fail, feel- 
ing between these two groups in- 
creased, 

The communists are particAlarly 
bitter against the police, as the latter 
are largely members of the Nazis. 
Consequently, the communists see 
the police, first, as political enemies. 
ani, second, as guardians of the 
peace; and when the latter attempted 
to drive them out of their headquar- 
ters, the communists opened fire. 

Two police captains were killed and 
later the police killed a communist 
and wounded several others. Many 
exaggerated reports were printed, and 
doubtless in America the casualties 
were first reported as numbering 15. 
Many arrests were made, and the po- 
lice remain in charge of the com- 
munist headquarters,

When they occur 
States, they are vilified, ridiculed, jail- 
ed and even electrically chaired. 

When they occur in Russia, they 
are added to the commnnist party; 
and the communist party and nobody 
else rules Russia by electing and ap- 
pointing to the administrative bodies 
and departments the committees and 
chairmen and secretaries who carry 
out the policy of the supreme economic 
council, 

_ This is Russia’s original eontribu- 
tion to science and social organization. 
('npopular Americans, from’ Henry 
George to Judge Ben Jindsey and 
Judge Henry Neil, have urged most of 
the suggestions on which Russians are 
experimenting: but this solution of 
the problem of democracy, with 
foundation in natural history, man- 
kind and mysterious ways of provi- 
dence, leaves America a century be- 
hind Russia.

The labor department. announced 
employment continued to decrease in 
July and published statistics showing 
wage reductions of about 10 per cent, 
affecting 210,675 workers, had been 
reported during the first six months 
of the year.

, In any case, the conquest of these 
territories gave Chile a practical mo- 
‘nopoly of th@ best agricultural fertili- 
‘zer known to man. She proceeded to 
export it in great quantities. She not 
‘only sold it at a handsome profit for 
the exploiters, but she put a heavy ex- 
port tax upon it—paid, of course, by 
the final consumers, many of them 
our own farmers—which furnished 
‘half of the government revenue for 
‘years. 

It was,that surplus revenue that 
made Chile the nation she is today. 
‘It enabled her to do things with a 
‘comparatively light tax burden that 
‘otherwise she could have done only 
by overtaxing herself or not at ail.

It enabled her to maintain an army 
‘and navy which gave her a place 


‘among the four powers of the Ameri- 


‘ean continent. It gave her a voice in 
international politics far more potent 
‘than was warranted either by her pop- 
‘ulation or hér strategic position. It 


‘enabled her to develop her agriculture 
and her industries more rapidly than 


would otherwise have been possible. 
The Chilean nitrate industry—to- 


gether with the great addition to her 


copper production from the same con- 
quered territery—enabled her to build 
such a port as Valparaiso and such a 
capital as Santiago.

| Others believe this very lack of 
money will cause farmers to utilize 
family help in picking as far as pos- 
sible rather than hire assistance, mak- 
ing the crop late and subjecting it to 
deterioration. If of low grade and 
small value much cotton may be left 
unpicked, which could bring about a 
condition in which even 16,000,000 
hales might be produced and only 14,- 
000.000 bales harvested. 

It has been reported that idle men 
‘have refused 40 cents a hundred to 
pick in parts of Texas and that even 
with the highways full of the unem- 
plored Texas may have-.to depend en- 
tirely on negro and Mexican pickers. 
The number of the latter has been re- 
dueed by strict enforcement of immi- 
gration laws.

Beat in two cups 
of flour, cover and let rise in a 
warm place until very light. Beat 
two eggs very slightly and add 
to the raised batter by beating 
thoroughly.

Butter a large bowl and 
place dough in same, cover with 
a clean cloth and let rise until 
double in bulk. Place dough on 
floured board and knead vigorous- 
lv for five minutes.

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at leisure, in school and at home; they have 
analyzed their mental abilities, their emo- 
tional interests, their personality. traits, 
their moral character, their achievements, 
their hobbies, in school and out; they have 
studied their diet, their digestion, their 
headaches and toothaches and stomach- 
aches, the size and proportion of their 
chests; heads, bodies and limbs; they heve 
studied their brothers and sisters, their 
parents and other ancestors, and their eco- 
nomic and home surroundings. In shert, 
here is a group of a thousand children, all of 
them with a mental rating above 140—a 
rating within the possible ranges of great 
geniuses—who have each and all been turn- 
ed inside and out and back again, and about 
whom we know more than we have known 
about any group of children of this size, 
whether brilliant or stupid, in the whole 
history of mankind’s progress. 

Jt is impossible in a brief discussion to 
give more than a glimpse of the wonderful! 
things that have been revealed about these 
children. But the one outstanding thing is 
that the research has upset and disproved 
absolutely all the, popular notions about 
child prodigies and about geniuses in gen- 
eral that are cherished almost as a religion 
in the public mind. For if there is any one 
subject about which the average man has 
his head filled with false and foolish super- 
stitions, it is the subject of genius. One 
of the great editors of America recently 
asked me to write an article showing why 
it is that nearly all great geniuses had been 
very dull children! 

As a matter of fact, no genius ever wa’ 
a dull child, and no dull child ever became 
a genius or ever will. 

Perhaps, however, the most widely be- 
lieved superstition about child prodigies 
and brilliant children generally is that they 
are frail, sickly, nervous, eccentric, mal- 
adjusted, one-sided; that they are hard to 
get along with, lacking in moral and emo- 
tional balance, and that they soon break 
down mentally and nervously peter out and 
either die young or else land in the peni- 
tentiary or the school for the feeble-minded 
or the hospital for the insane. We shall see 
in a moment what these researches have 
shown about these beliefs. 

A few weeks ago I sped from New York 
to Los Angeles by airplane to talk with 
some of the psychologists who have been 
studying these children. They were ail 
laughing at the. general notion the public 
has that child prodigies usually become ner- 
vous and mental wrecks. As Professor Ter- 
man said to me on a previous occasion, in 
discussing this subject: 

‘Isn’t it a pity that two or three gifted 
children who in recent years have gained 
a lot of notoriety far their unusual mental 
abilities and whose health did later give 
way to some extent should have been seized 
qn by the public as being the general rule? 
it has made a great many parents of gifted 
children positively afraid to allow them to 
Study or use their active minds as they 
please, for fear they will break down. 

“As 4 matter of fact, we know ‘from our 
Studies that gifted children—or, if you 
please to call them so, child prodigies—are 
as a rule more stable nervously than ordi- 
nary children; on the average, they have 
better health, better moral character and 
are better balanced all around human beings 
than is true of children .of less brilliant 
mentality.” 

This wonderful research has set the stage 
for one of the most important educational 
reforms of thea, century—the object of 
which will be to discover not only every 
child of exceptional ability but the excep- 
tional abilities of every child, and which 
shall in the end discover and promote to 
their high office in the service of mankind 
two or three, possibly five, times as many 
geniuses as have éver been discovered be- 
fore in human history. 

For perhaps the most astonishing 
covery these psychologists made was that 
the large majority of these children did 
not know they were exceptionally gifted; 
they were unusual, and their teachers, with 
they were unusual; and their teachers, with 
Surprising and discouraging unanimity, ac- 
tually sat down upon them and squelched 
them. 

lt is a ghastly truth that the majority 
of school teachers dislike the brilliant child, 
They regard him as a ‘smart aleck,”’ de- 
sirous of showing off; as a consequence, he 
becomes discouraged or overtimid and 
comes to regard himself as a failure, instead 
of being, as he truly is, the hope of the na- 
tion. 

In reality this study began away back 
in 1897 when Professor Terman, then an 
Indiana school teacher studying at Clark 


dis- 


University, began to study children of ex- 
ceptional abilities. As he said to me recent- 
ly, ‘“‘My my! What progress we have made 
since then! Any one of my senior students 
can tell more about a child’s abilities now 
in one hour than a whole group of psychol- 
ogists could tell at that time by studying a 
child for six months.” 

When the enterprise began, the -first 
thing, of course, was to discover the most 
able children in the public schools. This 
was done by mental tests, school grades 
and other devices. Most of this selection 
was done in 1921-'22, although Professor 
Terman had already been following one 
group, known as the High School Group, 
for several years. More than 100 pages vf 
typewritten data were gathered about each 
child. 

The prime point here is that they were 
selected solely for their intelligence—their 
sheer intellectual capacities. Then, after 
they had been selected as being the most 
gifted mentally, the staff began these ex- 
tensive studies on each child in order to 
find what the average child of brilliant 
mental gifts is. really like in his general 
bodily, emotional and temperamental char- 
acteristics. 

They first sought to answer those very 
questions I suggested a moment ago: Are 
children of great intellectual capacity usual- 
ly unstable, puny, overspecialized in their 
abilities and interests, socially unadaptable, 
psychotic and morally undependable? And 
second, by the follow-up studies just fin- 
ished, they sought to answer the further 
question: Do brilliant children usually de- 
teriorate to the level of mediocrity as they 
become adults, or do they tend, on the 
average at least, where they have any rea- 
sonable opportunity, to maintain a higher 
level of intellectual achievement, moral bal- 
ance and physical health as they go on 
through college and university and out into 
professional and pubtic life? 

The first of these questions was answered 
triumphantly in the affirmative. First, 
briliiant children are healthier and gen- 
erally superior physically to average unse- 
lected children. On the physical side nearly 
600 of these children were examined when 
they were first discovered with the most 
delicate instruments and given 37 different 
physical measurements—size of chest, neck, 
legs, arms, head, height, weight and all such 
bodily proportions. 

While, of course, they were not all ath- 
letes, they did show an appreciable physical 
superiority to ordinary children. Their life 
records showed only about half as much 
indigestion and physical ailments as ordi- 
nary chikiren. They had only half as many 
decayed teeth as is usual. According to the 
report of their mothers, they had even slept 
an average of 50 minutes more per day, 
when they were babies, than ordinary babies 
do. And, most astonishing of all, and also 
the most smashing proof that geniuses are 


n&t frail, they wel ed an average of three- 
fourths of a pound more a baby when they 
were born than average babies weigh! 

Of course, a good deal of their physical 
health was due to the fact that they had 
highly intelligent parents who had given 
them better food and care. This in itself 
puts another popular superstition on the 
shelf—namely, that geniuses are mostly 
born of commonplace parents. The parents 
of these gifted youngsters were distinctly 
above the average in mental abilities. 

This was also true of the parents of the 
300 children studied by Dr. Cox who had 
become world renowned. Their parents had 
likewise been distinctly above the average 
in intelligence, and many of them were men 
and women of high intellectual attainments; 
some themselves were celebrated geniuses. 

The next most prevalent superstition 
about exceptionally brilliant children is that 
they lack in emotional balance and moral 
development. The records of both the 300 
child geniuses of the past and these 1,000 
gifted children has also buried this belief in 
the great graveyard where science has 
erected so many tombstones over the graves 
of superstitions it has killed. Very elabo- 
rate tests of emotional stability and tem- 
peramental attitudes were given to these 
child prodigies, and when they were com- 
pared with the records of ordintry children 
on the same tests the brilliant children 
ranked distinctly higher on every item. 

But the happiest and most encouraging 
discovery of all the researches was that the 
brilliant children were not only better 
morally, sounder in their moral judgments 
and attitudes, than other children of the 
same age, but that they were a great deal 
better. 

Numerous special tests of such things as 
trustworthiness, persistence, sympathy, gen- 
erosity, self-confidence, prudence, cheer- 
fulness, popularity, leadership, desire to 
excel, freedom from vanity, common sense 
and the tike were given both to the thou- 
sand gifted and to hundreds of unselected 
children. 

The astonishing result was that the gifted 
children showed the same average moral 
development, conduct and judgment of the 
right thing to do in moral situations at the 
age of nine that average children show at 
the age of 14. The 300 child geniuses of 
history were likewise carefully rated by a 
number of judges on 63 character traits 
Similar to those just mentioned, and, con- 
trary to ordinary popular belief about the 
childhood of great geniuses, they showed 
the same superiority as did Professor Ter- 
man’s gifted children. 

Still another assumption about child 
prodigies is that they are unadjusted so- 
cially. Numerous tests were given on this 
point, and the gifted children were found 
te be even more interested in parties, danc- 


ing, playing social games and the like than. 


ordinary children. Also, brilliant children 
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are always pictured as being bookworins, 
with large spectacles, skinny bodies and un- 
interested in rough games and sports. This 
popular belief was simply knocked into a 
cocked hat. It was found that the gifted 
children knew more about the White Sox 
and Jack Dempsey and the baseball and 
fcotball and tennis stars and sports in gen- 
eral at the age of nine than average boys 
and girls know about such things at the age 
of twelve. 

One more item of extraordinary interest 
for mothers and fathers was the discovery 
that the age at which a child learns to talk 
is a remarkable indication, as a rule, of its 
future intelligence. These gifted children 
on the average talked about three and a 
half months earlier than ordinary children. 

Some of them had astonishing comnrand 
of language at the age of ten or twelve 
months. They also learned to walk about 
a month earlier than average children. 
Nearly half of them taught themselves to 
read before they started to school. A few 
learned to read before they were three, and 
one boy learned: to read before he was a 
year and a half old. 

We see, therefore, that at last we have a 
perfectly cjear composite picture of the 
average gifted child. And what a wonder- 
ful picture it is, and how totally opposed 
to the popular conception! While, of 
course, these gifted children varied this 
way and that as other children do, and while 
they were not all perfectly well behaved 
children and easy to manage, yet their aver- 
age of stability, social conduct, good health, 
interest in play and work and all that makes 
a superior human being was distinctly and 
in some respects astoundingly higher than 
that of average children. 

Now, since that was t@e picture of these 
children ten to fifteen years ago, what about 
the picture now? Has it changed radically? 
Has the brilliant promise of babyhood been 
fuliilled in youth? Does the promise of 
youth at present give sound ground for the 
hope of a great fulfillment in manhood and 
womanhood? No greater questions have 
ever been asked in the history of humanity, 
because the march of humanity depends 
solely upon the leadership of the able and 
great of mind and heart. 

The great follow-up study just completed 
and written by Drs. Barbara Burks and 
Dortha W. Jensen, with Professor Terman’s 
co-operation, gives an answer abounding in 
hope and prophecy. The picture has not 
changed radically. It has, of course, changed 
in some minor respects and with some in- 
dividuals. We have no absolute methods of 
predicting what any human being will do or 
become. But on the average there is no evi- 
dence that the activities of these brilliant 
and dynamic minds have injured the health 
or the moral character of these remarkable 
children. There is not the slightest evidence 
of general deterioration due to mental 
precocity. Today most of them are healthy, 
normal young men and women, ind an as- 
tonishingly high percentage have made bril- 
liant intellectual achievements. One of them 
was just here in my workshop an hour ago

More 
than 90 per cent of the gifted boys and 
more than 8O per cent of the gifted girls 
of the older groups, known originally as 
the “High School Group,” have gone to col- 
lege, and nearly all re nained to graduate. 
Those who have graduated from high gerade 
universities have won Phi Beta Kappa or 
Other graduation honors about three times 
as trequently as do the general run f 
graduates

explained that by alterations and differentia- 
tions in the space between the dry ice and 
the conductors, temperatures may be re- 
duced to as low as 55 degrees below zero, 


Fahrenheit. 
* — 
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Dry ice at present costs approximately 
six cents a pound in Atlanta. The first 
pound of this new refrigerant was sold in 
America in 1925. At the end of 1930 the 
total production was 30,000 tons. In addi- 
tion to the Atlanta plant, 18 plants are 
manufacturing this new commodity in other 
parts of the. United States. Dry ice, unlike 
the ordinary ice, is snow-white and is 
gaseous, It is purely compressed CO2, or 
carbon dioxide, and is extremely difficult 
to handle. If it comes in contact with the 
skin for only a few seconds, it will produce 
blister-like burns. In its vapor form it can 
be poured from a glass, and, strangely 
enough, it is cool to the human touch 
only whén this vapor is poured downward, 
as you would pour water from a glass. 
When the vapor merely rises from a glass 
sitting level upon®a table, it does not feel 
the least bit cool. 

But with the development of the dry- 
ice industry and extension of the use of this 
new refrigerant, a tremendous revolution in 
packing, shipping and consumption of food- 
stuffs will result. Shipments of milk and 
cream, for instance, which depend largely 
upon heavy icing and prompt transporta- 
tion, will be simplified. A saving in shipping 
space will be another factor which will 
revolutionize the transportation of perish- 
able and spoilable comestibles, because 
while ordinary icing requirements consume 
a majority of the space of cargoes, the dry- 
ice method will provide a greater and more 
uniform degree of refrigeration and at the 
same time will permit of greatly enlarged 
shipping space for perishables while the 
dry ice will occupy but a fraction of the 
area now taken up by ordinary ice. 

Above all, the simplification of cold stor- 
age as exemplified by the new system, will 
work wonders in the fields of production,

The 
farmer will send his fruit, vegetables, 
berries and meats to a centrally-located 
freezing plant, where they will be instantly 
preserved and distributed to wholesale and 
retail distributors, who, in turn, will sell 
the commodities to the community.

Ruggles felt sick, He 
was on his hands and knees, and only by 
stiffening his arms and exerting great will 
power could he resist the tendency to go 
forward. Some of the other children saw 
him and thought he was “funny.” One of 
them kicked him. At the kick his head 
dropped and, thus “released” from the 
Snake’s gaze, he backed away. 

Years after he was a grown man, Ruggles 
Observed a blackbird that was a fimb 


only a few feet from the ground, acting in 
a most peculiar manner, Its feathers were 
disheveled, its wings drooping and it claws 
clutching a twig as if in agonized despera- 
tion. Looking about, Ruggles saw a noise- 
less rattler in the grass below the _ bird, 
swaying its head. He hada six-shooter, and, 
needless to say, he shot the head off. 


A Mexican whom I have known ail my 
life and would trust with everything I have 


told me how a rattlesnake once almost 
charmed him, He saw it in a thicket and 
dismounted from his horse to kill it. Ap- 
proaching it from the front, he got a glare 
of its eyes. Never before had he been afraid 
of rattlesnakes, and he had killed hundreds 
of them. But now, all at once, he felt the 
ligaments of his knees give away and he 
nearly fell to’the earth. His bones seemed 
to be collapsing in the joints. He was so 
weak that he could not lift a stick he held 
in his hand to strike the snake. But, after 
it had “sung’’ and threatened for a while, 
the snake glided away, leaving the Mexican 
to recover, 

One pioneer has left it on’ record that 
he once saw a rattlesnake charming a bird 
by means of its tongue, “one fork of it 
darkish, the other reddish or yellow, both 
of them gently moving like worms,’’ to de- 
coy the bird. This story seems to me 4s 
absurd as the claim of the Modoc Indians 
that the #og can resist being charmed be- 
cause he is able to swell up. 1 myself have 
Seen a frog so paralyzed with fear that it 
could not hop while a common rat snake 
approached and seized it. — 

While I have never been charmed by 4a 
rattlesnake, I have in the presence of one 


had sensations that make me ‘believe the 
reactions of certain other people under 
similar conditions might approach paralysis. 
On one occasion | was stalking a deer, when 
I heard the low warning rattle of the terror 
of all hunters in the southwest. 1 looked, 
and there on the bank of a shallow gully 
that I was following lay coiled the largest 
rattler | have ever met. I could smell him. 
His scales were rusty and coarse.

The hair of my head began to rise; cold 
Shivers ran down my back; the entire sur- 
face of my body became goose-flesh. | was 
not within striking distance of the rattle- 
snake, and so 1 suppose I did not have 
fear. 1 looked about for a stick or rock 
of some kind with which to kill the snake. 
The only plant growth within sieht was 
Switch mesquite and low chaparral. There 
were no rocks; the soil afforded not even 
aclod. If I shot, I should ruin my chances 
of approaching the buck, who was not yet 
Out of range. 

But-now the deer was nothing. 
filled with hatred horrid 


whose presence rather than threat enraged 
me. tt understood well how primordial man 
regarded the snake as symbolic of all evil, 
though I wonder that such a regard should 
have arisen among. people did not 
know the rattlesnake. I aimed my thirty- 
thirty and killed the monster. He measured 
over six feet. Two other times, in the 
presence of particularly large and vicious 
rattlesnakes have I experienced the 
overwhelming sensations, One of the snakes

contempt does not apply to rattlesnakes. I 


have known 


many men who virtually gave 
up hunting on account of a growing fear 
of them. While an occasional cowboy has 
picked up a live rattlesnake by the tail and 
popped off its head, the practice is very 
far from common. Indeed, it is so rare 


that manv veterans of the range have never 
witnessed a instance ot such 
hardine 
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around the chuck wagon amid somé $crag- 
gly bushes and then let the rattling of a 
snake be heard somewhere in the vicinity. 
You will witness a stampede that no herd 
of longhorns ever surpassed for instantane- 
ous celerity, some of them dragging their 
beds with them, but none of them stopping 
until well out of hearing distance. And 
the next morning it will be daylight before 
the cook gets close enough to his box to 
boil coffee. 


The fact that men of the range usually 
kill rattlesnakes with either a quirt or a 
rope, which is doubled or knotted, does not 
mean that they are contemptuous of them; 
it means that they have the*striking power 
of rattlesnakes nicely gauged. And it is an 
unwritten law in the rattlesnake kingdom 
that whoever sees a rattler will kill it. 


Accounts of rattlesnakes crawling under 
the blankets of campers are not infrequent, 


“One of the most painful occurrences of 
this kind that 1 heard of,”’ relates an Eng- 


lishman who ranched in the west same 
years, ‘happened to two brothers, cowboys. 
They were sleeping under the same blank- 
ets and, as the night air was sharp, they 
had drawn the covering up over their heads. 
They slept so soundly that they did not 
notice when a rattlesnake crawled to the 
top of their upper blanket and settled him- 
self to sleep in the hollow between their 
bodies. 

“Toward morning, thinking it was time 
to get up, the elder brother put his head 


out from below the bedding. The first thing 
he saw was their dangerous bedfellow, 
swollen out with aimger, coiling himself up 
and preparing to strike. Instantly he with- 
drew his head under the protection of the 
blankets, at the same time shouting to his 
brother, ‘Look out!’ His poor brother, tak- 
ing the words literally, did look out, and 
was immediately bitten by the snake, both 
in the face and in the neck. He quickly 
died from the effects.” 


1 can believe the story, though in the 
cool of the morning a rattleSnake would be 


torpid. One summer morning, after hav- 
ing slept near some shipping pens, a Mexi- 
can whose bed had been not far from mine 
took up his saddle, which he used for a pil- 
low, Only to discover a rattlesnake snugly 
coiled under it. Incidentally, tests have 
proved that the hair rope, once relied upon 
by campers to ward off rattlesnakes, will 
be crawled over by the sattler without a 
bobble. 


The rattlesnake has many enemies besides 
man. The one about which the most stories 


have been told is the paisano, known also 
as the chaparral cock, road runner and bird 
of paradise. “Bird of paradise, you say?” 
remarked a stranger who got that name in 
an amswer to a query. “Well, he is a hell 
ot a long ways from home!”’ 

In his delightful collection of stories en- 
titled ‘‘Wolfwille,” Alfred Henry Lewis has 
“the Old Cattleman”’ tells this yarn* of two 
road-runners who spied a rattlesnake asleep 
under a soap-weed bush: 


“Tharupon these yere road runners turns 


in mighty diligent; an’ not makin’ no more 


noise than shadows. they goes pokin’ out 
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on the plains ont# they finds a flat cactae 
which is dead; so they can tear off the 
leaves with their bills. One after the other, 
Jim an’ Bill teeters up, all silent, with a flat 
cactus leaf in their beaks, an’ starts to 
fence in the rattlesnake. They builds a 
corral of cactus all about him, which the 
same is mebby six foot across. Them en- 
gineerin’ feats take Jim and Bill twenty 
minutes. But they completes ‘em; and 
thar’s the rattlesnake, plumb surrounded. 
“Jim an’ Bill knows the rattlesnake can’t 
cross this thorny corral. He don't look it 
none, but from the way he plays his hand, 


I takes it a rattlesnake is sensitive an’ easy 
hurt onder the chin..,. 

“No sooner is the corral made, than Jim 
an’ Bill, without a word of warnin’ opens 
up a war jig ‘round the outside, flappin’ 
their pinions an’ screechin’ like squaws. 
Nacherally the battlesnake wakes up. The 
sight of them two road runners cussin’ an’ 
swearin’ at him, an’ carryin’ on that a-way 
scares him. ..% 


“The rattlesnake buzzes an’ quils up, on- 
sheaths his fangs, an’ makes bluffs to strike 


Bill an’ Jim, but they only hops an’ dances 
about, thinkin’ up more ornery things to 
say. Every time the rattlesnake goes to 
crawl away—which he does frequent—he 
strikes the cactus thorns an’ pulls back. 
By an’ by he sees he’s elected, an’ he gets 
that enraged he swells up till he’s big as 
two snakes. ... At last comes the finish. 
« « » The rattlesnake suddenly crooks his 
neck, he’s so plumb locoed with rage an’ 
fear, an’ socks his fangs into himse’f. That's 
the fact; bites himse’f, an’ never lets up 
till he’s dead.”’ 

I do not know how far to credit the be- 
lief that rattlesnakes fear thorns. In the 
brush country the mocking bird often 
builds its nest so that the outside bristles 
with an armor of thorns; this, according to 
popular belief, is a defense against snakes. 
Nevertheless, rattlesnakes take refuge amid 
thickly growing prickly pear and often go 
into thorn-studded rat dens, 

Another observer describes a contest be- 
tween a-paisano and a “good-sized” rattler 


thus: The paisano dashed at the snake and 
whirled just at the instant the less agile 
snake struck; then before the snake could 
recoil for another strike, the bird on the 
run pecked him back of the head. These 
maneuvers were repeated until the paisano 
killed the reptile. 

That deer and antelopes both kill rattle- 
snakes them and cutting 
them to pieces with their knife-like hoofs 
is well known. From a distance I once 
watched a doe kill a rattlesnake. The rapid- 
ity with which she gathered her four feet 
together and jumped up and down upon it 
was extraordinary. It is said that a rattle- 
snake when attacked by a deer seems to 
realize its powerlessness and to coil up in 
such a way as to try to protect its head un- 
derneath its body. I don’t know, 


At their boyhood ranch home in Oregon, 
C. B. Ruggles and his sister had two pet 
bucks that delighted in killing snakes. The 
children used to tie a sock to the end of 
a cord and drag it near the bucks for the 
tun of watching them jump on it. Pas- 
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sengers on a stage coach that stopped at the 
ranch were amused by the trick and began 
offering four bits for a rattlesnake so as to 
witness a deer’s killing it. The deer, says 
Ruggles, seemed to like to attack a rattler 
while it was coiled up and attempting to 
strike. 

While the belief that hogs are immune 


to snake poison is pure superstition, hogs 
—and javelines (peccaries) likewise—kill 
raitlesnakes for food. Percy G. Ebbutt, a 
Squatter of the last century, who wrote a 
very sober book entitled “Emigrant Life in 
Kansas,”’ tells an incident respecting the re- 
lationship between rattlesnakes and hogs 
that is quite novel. 
“On one occasion,” he says, “Humphrey 
went out to feed the hogs, and upon look- 
ing into the sty occupied by the old sow 
and her family of ten, he found a rattle- 
snake lying with the busy little ones taking 
some refreshng@nt. They all seemed. very 
happy together, with the exception of one 
poor little fellow, who was crowded out.” 

It is a wonder that we do not have tales 
about the Texas longhorn’'s destruction of 
rattlesnakes. An old dun steer with a horn. 
spread of six feet, one of his horn tips run 
through the head of a six-foot rattlesnake 
that he is whirling in the air—this would 
certainly make a striking appearance, I 
hope yet to run across some old brush pop- 
per who has seen this very thing. 


John Burroughs was, I suppose, the last 
naturalist to hope that he might some day 
witness a brood of little snakes scurrying 
into the protective “innards” of their dam. 
Nevertheless, many men yet alive know that 
they have seen this very thing. 

“One time up on Pease river,’ remem 
bers my old friend, John Young, “another 


hand working for the Spur outfit and f 
were trying to get a shot at a buffalo, Just 
as we came to the edge of a cane brake we 
saw a monster rattlesnake. She was stretch- 
ed out in the sun and was fully six feet 
long, About here were a lot of little snakes 
hardly bigger than broom straws, and at 
sight of us she gave a short, low rattle, 
threw her mouth open, and into it the lit- 
tle ones scurried. There must have been 
fully twenty-five of them. Then the old she 
snake crawled into the cane.” 

Such accounts might be multiplied indefl. 
nitely, 

The rattlesnake does not, as is common. 
ly believed, always rattle before he strikes, 
The ground camouflages the rattlesnake soa 
perfectly, however, that it is exceedingly 
fortunate he does generally give a passerby 
warning of his presence. 

A superstition born of hope is that if 
you throw a dead snake up and he falls on 
the ground with the white of his beily 
Showing, it will rain. If thrown high enough, 
the snake almost invariably falls belly up. 
Another is that it will rain if you hang a 
dead snake up. This superstition is com- 
mon among Mexicans, and | have seen va- 
queros to make the hanging more effective, 
Snare rattlers alive and thus suspend them 
from a tree or fence,

Visitors Confused by the 
Controversies Over Many 
Sacred Sites—Holy Land 


Is Barren and Beautiful. 
By R. P. BROOKS,

ROM Port Said the railway to Jeru- 
salem skirts the Mediterranean 
sea and passes throug® Gaza to 
Lydda, where a branch line runs 
eastward to Jerusalem, the main line going 
on to Haifa. 
At about 6:30 in the morning I was rout- 
ed oyt in order to be ready to make the 
change at Lvdda. Great was my astonish- 
ment when 1 looked out of the car window. 
Expecting to see a sandy waste, I was look- 
ing instead upon the plain of Sharon, 2 
country of exceeding fertility and giving 
every indication of wealth and prosperity. 
Spring had come; everywhere ploughing 
was going on, horses, camels, bullocks ali 
pulling ploughs; immense fields of grain 
came into view; vast orange groves, and 
olive trees beyond numbering. The beauty 
of the scene was enhanced by myriads of 
wild flowers. For an hour before reaching 
Lydda the train passed through such scenes. 
For some distance after resuming the 
Journey between Lydda and Jerusalem the 
country was of the same character. Nearing 
Jerusalem, however, everything changed. 
Jerusalem is in a rough, hilly, barren coun- 
trv, without water, and having no vegeta- 
tion, no agriculture. The desolation is com- 
plete.

The things to be seen in and about Jeru- 
salem are so bewildering in number, so 
great is the confusion, controversy and 
doubt about the authenticity of the many 
sacred sites, that 1 did not take away an 
altogether satisfactory impression, The city 
is old, has been often destroyed and re- 
built and has been the scene of much 
strife and jealousy among the competing 
religions. Under the circumstances one can 
scarcely avoid a feeling of uncomfortable 
Skepticism about the statements of guides 
and guidebooks. 

Of the accuracy of some of the sites 
there is of course no doubt. The Mount 
of Olives is still there, and from this van- 
tage point one has an unforgettable view 
of the city. The Garden of Gethsemane, 
close by the tomb of the Virgin, seems 
fairly definitely placed, although adjoining 
it is another garden claimed by the Greek 
Catholics to be the true Gethsemane, The 
generally accepted garden is about one- 
third of an acre in extent, and is an at- 
tractive spot, with its ancient olive trees. 

On the other hand, the site of Zion, the 
City ef David, and David’s tomb, have been 
recently shown to have been located on 
Mount.Ophel, at some distance from the 
place venerated for centuries. The most im- 
portant controversy, however, has always 
raged about the sites of Calvary and of the 
Holy Sepulchre. The traditional belief is 
that the great Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
covers both the place of crucifixion and the 
tomb of Joseph of Arimathaea, where 
Christ's body was interred. 

In one part of the church, the chapel of 
the exaltation of the cross, is a little knoll 
of rock about 15 feet above the: level of 
the church. This is Calvary. A hole in the 
rock marks the spot where the cross stood. 
The tomb of Christ is immediately under 
the central dome of the church. The chapel 
containing the tomb is only six feet square; 
the tombstone is a slab about five feet long. 
The entrance is so narrow that the pilgrims 
must enter single file; only four or five can 
kneel before the tomb at one time. 

An impressive list of scholars believes 
the traditional site to be the true one: an 
equally formidable number of eminent 
bishops, canons, and Biblical scholars dis- 
sent from this view. The matter is summed 
up thus by Sir Charles Wilson in perhaps 
the most erudite and exhaustive study of 
the problem: 

“The general opinion which | have 
formed with regard to the traditional 
sites may be thus stated. There is no 
decisive reason, historical, traditional, 
or topographical, for placing Golgotha 
and the tomb where they are now 
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shown. At the same iime, there is no 
direct evidence that they were not so 
situated. No objection urged agains, 
the sites.is of such a convincing nature 
that it need disturb the minds of those 
who accept, in all good faith, the au- 
thenticity of places which are hallowed 

by the prayers of countless pilgrinrs 

Since the days of Canstantine.”’ 

Sacred places in Jerusalem and every 
where else in Palestine are almost invariably 
the sites of churches. It comes as a shock 
to one who has pictured Golgotha as a 
wild, windswept hill to find it incorporated 
in a Sumptuous church. The same is true 
of the tomb, and of the birth place of Christ 
at Bethlehem. Since none of these places 
can be seen in anything like their original 
Setting,. the strife over the exaet spot does 
not seem to be of any fundamental im- 
portance. 

The scholars are in agreement as to the 
site of Solomon's temple, which is, of 
course, the most sacred spot in Jerusalem 
for the orthodox Jews. It is the place 
where now stands one of the greatest Mo- 
hammedan churches, the Dome-of the Rock, 
popularly known as the Mosque of Omar. 

Here were Solomon's palace and his great 
temple. The “Temple Area,’’ a walled en- 
closure of 35 acres, contains a number of 
buildings, all under Moslem control. The 
Dome of the Rock is a truly magnificent 
and beautiful structure, easily the finest 
building in Jerusalem. The sacred rock 
(Sakhra) around which the dome is erected, 
is in the center of the building. Both Jewish 
and Muslim traditions cluster about this 
rock. Here it was that Abraham came near 
to sacrificing Isaac, and from this rock 
Jacob saw the ladder extending to Heaven. 
tiere was the site of the altar of Solomon's 
temple. The stone is notable furthermore as 
Mohammed's point of departure when he 
ascended into Heaven. One of his footprints 
is clearly visible and a hair of his beard 
is preserved in a Shrine near by. Further in- 
terest attaches to this remarkable rock be- 
cause it marks the center of the earth, and 
is 18 miles (presumably bv actual measure- 
ment) nearer Heaven than any other place 
on earth. 

Jerusalem is divided into four parts, the 
Christian quarter, the Armenian quarter, 
the Moslem quarter, and the Jewish quarter. 
The eastern boundary of the Jewish quar- 
ter is the immense wall of the Temple Area 

(which it is to be remembered is controlled 
bv the Moslems). At a certain spot beside 
this the Jews trom

Its water is the saltiest on earth, 
having 187 pounds per ton of water (the 
Atlantic has 31 pounds). The sea is 47 
miles long and 9%} wide at its greatest 
breadth. The water is a deep blue.

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What Has Happened to Justice: 


Strange Case of Eugenia 
Cedarholm, Long Missing, 
Believed Homicide Victim, 
But Proof of Whose Death 


Is Still Lacking. 
By PETER LEVINS. 


HEN the subject of perfect crimes 
comes up, let us not leave out ot 
the discussion the unusual case Of 
Eugenig Cedarholm. 

All the evidence indicates that this wom- 
an is dead, and that she was murdered. Not 
that there is a great deal of evidence, but 
what there is certainly points definitely to 
homicide. Of this the authorities are con- 
vinced—and yet they can do nothing about 
it. They cannot prove that the woman was 
murdered. They cannot even prove that she 
is dead! 

lf you are not familiar with the case, you 
may have already leaped to the conclusion 
that this is another of those rural mys- 
teries which might easily have been solved 
if a first-class, metropolitan police force had 
tackled the problem. Well, as it happens, 
the locale is the great city of New York. 
And some of the best detective brains in the 
world have worked on the riddle—and got 
how. er. 

Come to think of it, that’s not quite ac- 
curate—they DID get somewhere. They 
made iust enough progress to convince 


them they were on the right track. And be-- 


yond that—all is mystery bth 

i. he story begins years ago when Mrs. 
Invebard Cedarholm and her pretty daugh 
ter, Eugenia, operated a prosperous room- 
ing house at 338 Schermerhorn street, 
Brocktyn. It was a four-story and basement 
brownstone dwelling, the most pretentious 
on the block. The house was worth $9,000, 
the ground about $17,000, and Mrs. Cedar- 
holm owned the property. She was reputed 
to be worth about $50,000. 

But what she was worth, and most other 
things about her, were a matter of guess- 
work to her boarders and neighbors. She 
was a reserved sort of woman, not given to 
gossiping, either about herself or about 
other people. 

It came out later that she had a husband 
in Sweden, and that they had been separated 
since before the birth of the daughter, but 
apparently the boarders thought her 4 
widow. From their viewpoint, it was enough 
that the place should be well managed; how 
she made her money, and how well off she 
might be, was of no interest. 


MR. HALL, THE “RICH”

RN contract bridge, there is no 
phase of the game as important as 
that of an exact method of valuing 
rj the hand for bidding purposes. 
There are two types of hands that must 
be considered: 

(a) Notrump bidding. 

(b) Suit bidding.

If the holding of 8 honor-tricks will aver- 
age to win a total of 13 tricks, it is a com- 
paratively simple matter to calculate the 
trick-taking ability of 54 honor-tricks, using 
the ratio of 8 (honor-tricks) to 5 (low- 
card tricks). 


If there are any bridge players who re- 
member enough arithmetic to use “ratio 
and proportion,” the following will be 
illuminating: 

8 is to 13 as 54 is to ? 

(or 8 plus is to 5 as ? is to 54 equals 9) 
“multiply the means and divide by the ex- 
tremes:’’ 13 times 54 equals 72 divided by 
8 equals 9. Therefore 54 honor-tricks will 
average to take 9 tricks at a notrump dec- 
laration. The same method of calculations 
will give the number of tricks that will aver- 
age to be won at a notrump declaration, 
when the partnership holds any specific 
number of honor-tricks. However, the com- 
binations that are more vital are given be 
low: 

Partnership holds 4 plus honor-tricks; 
the hand will average to win 7 total play- 
ing-tricks, * 

Partnership holds 5 honor-tricks; the 
hand will average to win 8 total playing- 
tricks.

When playing a suit declaration, while 
honor-tricks are important, they are not

While this exampie is very extreme, it illus» 
trates the tremendous strength of a suit 
declaration in conjunction with very favor- 
able distribution. West-East can make a 
grand slam at notrump, and a grand slam 
at either hearts or clubs unless diamonds 
are opened, whereas North-South can make 
a small slam against any defense at a spade 
contract, and the only honor-tricks held 
are the K Q J (14) in the spade suit. This 
iMustrates the fact that honor-tricks are not 
nearly as valuable at a suit contract as at 
notrump. 


, However, when an opening or defensive 
suit bid is made, there is no assurance that 
this suit will become the final declaration 
and it is very necessary that all opening or 
defensive bids indicate a specific minimum 
honor-trick holding, thus enabling partner 
to be positive that he will be able to enter 
the hand should he “takeout’’ by bidding 
another suit or notrump. In case his bid is 
a notrump, he must know how many honote 
tricks are to be expected. 

In calculating the number of playing- 
tricks (probable tricks) that can be won 
by the partnership at a suit declaration, the 
player has only two sets of values: 

(a) Honor (high-card) tricks. 

(b) Low (long-card) tricks.

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Observe and Enforce Laws. 
BY SHEPARD BARCLAY, 
Author of “The Contract Bridge Guide.” 


Let active laws apply the needful curb, 
To guard the peace that riot would disturb. 


HE quotation from Cowper was se- 
lected by George M. Hosack to 
head his dissertation on the en- 
forcement of the Bridge Laws 
which had been requested from him for 
the readers of this page. That prominent 
Pittsburgh attorney has given more study 
to the laws of bridge than any one else 
in the country, and for years has worked 
constantly to get players to observe and 
enforce them, The game owes him a heavy 
debt, for he has helped tremendously in 
Spreading the idea that those who do not 
follow the laws are not playing the game. 

He believes every player should know the 
foreword to the laws: ‘“‘The real object of 
the laws is to define the correct procedure 
and to provide for situations which occur 
when a player through carelessness gains 
an unintentional, but nevertheless an un- 
fair advantage. An offending player should 
earnestly desire to pay the full penalty and 
thus atone for his mistake.”’ 


Any thinking bridge player will agree 
with all Mr. Hosack says in the following: 

A player who either is ignorant of the 
laws of bridge or, knowing them, defies 
them, is said to play a ‘‘Bumblepuppy”’ 
game. A prerequisite to participation with 
pleasure and profit in any game is a thor- 
ough understanding of its laws. 


Richard Seymour, author of ‘The Com- 
pleat Gamester,’’ almost 200 years ago, 
speaking of the laws of whist, the great- 
grandfather of contract, said: “Before the 
parties begin to play, it is highly necessary 
that they should know by what laws they 
are to be governed, in order to prevent 
their committing any errors or mistakes 
which might tend to their prejudice in the 
course of the game.” 


“One may be familiar with the conven- 
tions of bidding, and be proficient in the 
piay of a hand, but he is not a good bridge 
player unless he is familiar with at least 
the most important laws of the game. These 
laws are embodied in codes adopted and 
approved by The Whist Club, New York. 
The contract code became effective Septem- 
ber 15, 1927, the auction code on April 5, 
1926. No amendments have been made to 
these laws. 

These laws are not arbitrarily promul- 
gated by The Whist Club. Its card commit- 
tee receives suggestions and assistance from 
such bodies as the American Whist League, 
the Knickerbocker Whist Club, the Racquet 
and Tennis Club in New York and eminent 
writers and teachers of bridge. The codes 
thus agreed upon become the laws govern- 
ing the play of contract and auction in the 
United States. If any question arises as to 
the proper interpretation of any of its laws, 
its card committee is the supreme court, 
and its decision final and binding upon 
every player, 

The tyro in bridge—and many who have 
advanced beyond that stage but have 
neglected the study of this important sub- 
ject—should at familiarize himself 
with the laws upon new deal, insufficient 
bid, bid or double out of turn, pass out of 
turn, changing declaration, the rights of 
the dummy, exposed cards, leads out of 
turn, revokes, etc., and last, but not least, 
ethics and etiquette. 

A player who tries to enforce the laws, 
and is willing to pay the penalty for any 
error he may commit, may sometimes find 
he is as popular at the card table as a cat

Some players become 
offended if an attempt is made to enforce 
a law. Some are so ignorant thev think 
it an offense against etiquette to enforce 
a law against them.

Fven further back than that we can find 
in the Old Testament allusions to the lily, 
such as “adorned with bracelets of lilies.” 
So it is that for thousands of years people 
from all over the world have known and 
admired the lilies: have cultivated and en- 
joved them in their homes 

Our own English language has a number 
of quotations that are constantly in use to 
portray and typify purity, graciousness, 
Stateliness and other fine attributes and 
qualities of the human mind. Two of the 
mere common phrases quoted are: “Fair as 


a Lily’ and “Pure as a Lily.’’ These two exe 
pressions are used constantly by people of 
every class, showing that they have ‘cone 


sidered the lilies’’ and have found them ex- 
ceedingly fair. 

Since the earliest Christian times, the lily 
has been used a great deal. This is particu- 
larly true of the Easter Members 
of the early church went about Rome with 
garlands of lilies around their necks, and 
even today, on Easter Sunday, you will find 
our churches filled with lilies.

The method of planting is very important 
in the case of Madonna lilies, even more +o 
than in the case of any other lilv. In the 
first place, the depth of the planting is im- 
portant. The Madonna lily is one of the 
shallow-growing lilies and the top of the 
bulb should be not more than one inch 
below the surface of the ground. 

Because of the fact that water will stand 
in the bulb if the bulb js al- 
lowed to stand upright, thereby causing the 
bulb to rot, it is best to plant it on the 
side. Another good plan is to place a 
double handful of sand under the bulb. 


TIME OF PLANTING. 


The bulbs should be planted as soon as 
they are received trom France, which is 
usually early in September. The reason for 
planting Madonna lilies so early is because 
the lilv should grow a small tuft, about 
eight high, during the early fall.

DRAINAGE. 


The most important single cultural dis 
rection in the case of lilies is to dig out 
the bed to a depth of three feet, place in 
the bottom of this hole at least six inches 
of stones and clinkers that are as large 45 
yeur fist. On top of this drainage place the 
top soil that was taken from the hole and 
fil the hole back with good, rich garden 
soul. If you are lucky esough to have some 
Stable manure that is at least three, or 
better, four vears old, incorporate it into 
the top soil that is being placed on top of 
the drainage. Be sure that the top soil used 
is not too heavy. If it seems fairly heavy, 
add some sand. Lilies must have good drain- 
ge. This is most important 


LILIUM HARRISII. 


Lilium Harrisii, or as it is commonly call. 
ed, ‘Easter Lilv,”’ is grown outdoors in Ber- 
muda, and for that reason is usually called 
the Bermuda Easter lilv. 


Bermuda Easter lilies are not hardy io 
Our section of the country, except in very 
unusual conditions, For blooming at Easter 
time they should be planted before the first 
of November. 


Lilium Harrisii is the true dwarf Bermuda 
Easter lily. Flowers are pure white and 
oftentimes have as many as eight or ten 
blossoms on a plant. 


For best results in planting they should 
be put in standard eight or ten-inch pots 
filled with very rich, loamy soil and sheuld 
be kept damp, but not wet, throughout the 
winter, Some very interesting experiments 
have been tried by a great many eardeners 
in the section of Atlanta in caring for Ber- 
wiuda Easter lilies out-of-doors, and = al- 
though this method is not generally satis- 
factory, there have been a great many in- 
Stances where they have bloomed well out- 
doors, They generally bloom in May or 
June, about the same time that the Madonna 
lily blooms,

This is one of the few places where there 
is a chance for an argument about the 
accepted ethics of the game. It is true that 
most plavers never call attention to a re. 
voke by their own side, and do not expect 
opponents to call attention to theirs, They 
believe that a player should be keen enough 
to catch an adverse revoke, and if he is not,

early this morning and, with the help of 
his two boys we constructed a charming 
and quite artistic garden wall of stones of 
many sizes, using the smaller ones to fill 
in the crevices formed by the larger ones.

Propagating Time Is Here. 


Dewy mornings and the gradual vellowe- 
ing of leaf and blade; the blossoming of 
goldenrod and purple aster along dusty 
roadsides—and our summer is almost gone, 

Many of our September garden hour 


will be dedicated to the business of plant- 
ing, dividing and transplanting. 


Doubtiess, long since you have given at- 
tention to the matter of dividing and re- 
setting your clumps of German iris. If not, 
this may still be done, though it is hardly 
likely these later plantings will blossom 
quite so freely as will those attended to 
soon after blooming season. As long as your 
clumps appear healthy, it is not absolutely 
essential to shift them. Happily situated, 
German iris has been known to give ex- 
cellent results when undisturbed for as 
many as five years. 

At this season Japanese iris can be lifted 
and divided, as well as the early pumila, 
intermedia and miniature cristata forms. 

This is the time to divide pyrethrums. 
Take up the clumps, split with a sharp 
knife and make several new pieces from one 
large root. Painted daisy divided now will 
take hold nicely before winter sets in; 
whereas if disturbed in late fall, its 
often die—and when transplanted in spring 
your crop of will be small.
